He
had openecd a peasants’ univeralty at
FPetrogrud, which It was hoped thous-
ands would Join, but he had only got
400,

Reverting to the question of the bour-
geoine, he snid Petrograd had wrestied
with it more #nergetically than Moscow.
Ho ndded :

“You may mee dosens of bourgeoise
laying wood * blocks In Smoinl court-
yarde, also unloading coal -barges and
¢leaning out barracks, and at least do-
ing more physical work than they ever
did before."

Fine Clothes for Saoldiers

Some, he jauntily added, had sent a
numerously signed address to the Soviet
expremsing gratltude that they had
been allowed to have the same ratlon
cards as the working classes, Zenvienoff
sald he was taking sable shoes and
other warm clothing from the educatea
clarses and glving them to the red
army.

““True,’" ho soliloguised, “they will
mike the soldiers rather dazzling, but
they will arige to the occasion,'”

Incidentally, he said: *The bour-
geolse under the Bolshevik Government
have digappeared. If we are io con-
tinue as we are going we will teach
all the Russlan bourgecise, after that
the bourgeclise of all the world."

“Thera is ng reason to belleve that
Austria’s and Turkey's application for
an armistice, when the latter is officially
before the masoclated Governments,
which |a not yet the case, will be treated
differently from Germany’s. Austria’s
latest note is regarded as an unqualified
surrender as well ns a demand for Im-
mediata peace—that Is, without walting
for the conference which will settls the
affaira of her partnre,

“This may or may not be a ruse to
holp Germany to deal with her Internal
situation by enabling her to plead deser-
tion by her Allles as a reamon for her
predicament. In any ease, the reply to
Austrin and Turkey s llkely to be the
same, .

“ *Apply to the commander In the fleld
for an armistice. The question of peacs
conditions will he sottled later,’ the Al-
Hed attitude toward Austria, may well
be identical with that toward Germany,
except as regards the constitutional
Ruarantees, which do not apply here.
“In the case of Turkey, the Bulgarian
precedent  will probably be  followed.
Credence #hould not be glven to the
reporis of peace overtures from Turkey
coming through Switzgerland. Turkish
agents have been at work In Switzer-
land for months past, but thelr pre-
tended powere have not been taken seri-
ously, Thp official channel has been
Washington.
